didates who announced earlier: 
Richard Castaldi, Richard Pilski, 
Charles Schwan, Gil Weidenfeld, 
Thomas X. White, and Jack Queen. 
The first five are incumbents. 

The voter registration books will 
be open until August 18. 

Following are biographies of can¬ 
didates not heretofore published: 

Castaldi 

Castaldi was elected to city coun¬ 
cil in 1973. He is 31 years old, 
married and the father of three 
children. He graduated from High 
Point High School and is now at¬ 
tending the University of Maryland, 
majoring in business administra¬ 
tion. As a member of City Council, 
he served on the Council of Gov¬ 
ernments Transportation Planning 
Board and in addition was a mem¬ 
ber of the Human Resources Pol¬ 
icy Board. Castaldi has been em¬ 
ployed for over twelve years at 
Maryland National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission, where 
he is Acting Supervisor in charge 
of the Information and Permits 
Section. He is a member of the 
Greenbelt Jaycee’s. He was award¬ 
ed a certificate by the Commission¬ 
er of the Maryland State Depart¬ 
ment of Health after taking an ad¬ 
vanced training program offered 
by American Public Housing Au¬ 
thority. He completed a manage¬ 
ment training course at Georgia 
Tech in 1972. 

Castaldi, a second generation 
Greenbelter, is a member of GHI, 
and resides at 58 D Crescent Road. 
He is the son of Mr. and Mrs. Ed¬ 
ward J. Castaldi, residents of 
Greenbelt for over 36 years. 

Moryadas 

Ms. Moryadas is currently em¬ 
ployed as a planner by Prince Ge¬ 
orges County. She performs gen¬ 
eral planning functions with inter¬ 
ests in plan analysis and review, 
economic development and housing 
In this capacity, she sits as an al¬ 
ternate representative for the coun¬ 
ty on the COG Housing Technical 
Committee. 

She is currently a member of the 
board of directors of Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. and is chairperson of 
the Long Range Planning commit¬ 
tee. Prior to that time she served 
for five years on the city’s Park 
and Recreation Advisory Board. 

Ms. Moryadas is a graduate of 
the University of Maryland in Gov¬ 
ernment and Politics and has been 
awarded a Masters of Urban and 
Regional Planning by the George 
Washington University. She is mar¬ 
ried and the mother of three chil¬ 
dren.

Arson Suspected in Joycees' Fire

Arson is suspected in a fire that 
caused extensive damage to the 
clubhouse next to St. Hugh’s on 
July 30. It is estimated that the 
Jaycees, who lease the building 
from the city, sustained personal 
property losses of $500~$1,000. Total 
damages amounted to approxi¬ 
mately $2,500. A combined inves¬ 
tigation by the Greenbelt Police 
Department and the Prince Georges 
Fire Marshall's office is underway. 

At approximately 1:30 p.m. last 
Thursday the fire was observed and 
the Fire Department notified. A 
squad of 14 men remained on the 
scene for about one and a half 
hours. It appears that the fire 
originated on a wooden table placed 
next to wooden wall panels. Sit¬ 
ting on the table were combustible 
goods - corrugated boxes, fabrics 
and other materials used by city- 
sponsored Camp Pine Tree. The 
young campers had left the build¬ 
ing only one-half hour before the 


fire erupted. Many lost lunch derly project. 


boxes and other treasured per¬ 
sonal possessions. The group will 
be meeting at the Youth Center 
for the remainder of the session. 

Neither the city nor the Jaycees 
carried fire insurance on the fa¬ 
cility, which was constructed by 
the Greenbelt Athletic Association 
on government land in 1939 (the 
city did not control the land until 
later years). Volunteers construc¬ 
ted the two-story cinderblock build¬ 
ing with federal government sur¬ 
plus materials and with the assis¬ 
tance of federal and city mainten¬ 
ance personnel. Since that time 
various private organizations have 
operated the clubhouse. 

Three major fires have hit the 
building over the years. The Jay¬ 
cees leased the clubhouse after the 
second fire occurred in 1966. At 
present the organization has a 
month-to-month lease, since the 
site is one of several being con¬ 
sidered for the housing for the el- 


Jaycees president Pat Cramblatt 
indicated that the club hopes to 
restore the building and will ap¬ 
peal to the city for a five year 
lease if the site is not chosen for 
development. According to the 
city, structural damage is minimal. 

Cramblatt also spoke of the or¬ 
ganization’s intentions to partici¬ 
pate in the Bicentennial. On the 
drawing boards are (1) renovation 
of the first level of the clubhouse, 
which now consists of one large 
room and an inoperable bathroom, 
(2) painting of the interior and 
exterior of the building, and (3) 
beautification of the grounds. A 
separate building fund has been 
earmarked for the project, which 
will utilize the labors of the mem¬ 
bers. 

When the Jaycees first took over 
operation of the clubhouse they 
installed new floors, panelled the 
walls on the second level, added 
a bathroom and purchased chairs 
and furniture. 


wife, Claire, a Registered Nurse, 
and three children, Richard, Jr., 
21; Nancy, 18, and Chris, 12. He has 
been employed as a tax represen¬ 
tative and consultant for Prentice- 
Hall Inc, for the past 17 years. 

Pilski attended King’s College, 
Wilkes-Barre, Pennsylvania, and 
holds a B.S. degree in Business 
Administration from Syracuse Un¬ 
iversity.

Mayor Pilski currently represents 
Greenbelt as Vice-Chairman of the 
National Bicentennial Committee 
and on the National League of Cit¬ 
ies’ Transportation Committee. He 
also serves on the Council of Gov- 
ernment’s Board of Directors and 
the Energy Policy Committee. Pre¬ 
viously, Pilski has represented 
Greenbelt on the Prince Georges 
County Tax Differential Commit¬ 
tee, the Executive Committee of 
the Maryland Municipal League, 
and the Environmental and Public 
Safety Committees of the Council 
of Governments. 

Locally, he has served on the 
Charter Review and Advisory Plan¬ 
ning Board Committees of the city; 
board of directors of Greenbelt 
Credit Union, Manager of Minor 
Leagues; and President of the 
Lakewood Citizens Association. 

Pilski is currently active in the 
Greenbelt American Legion, the 
V.F.W. and the Loyal Order of the 
Moose. He serves as a citizen coun¬ 
selor to the Prince Georges Boy 
Scouts and to the Greenbelt Troops. 

Schwan . 

First elected to council in 1971 
and re-elected in 1973, Charles 
Schwan’s prior service to the city 
includes his having been chairman 
of the Advisory Planning Board 
(1959-60), member, Charter Review 
Committee (1966-67), and chairman, 
Indoor Swimming Pool Committee 
(1971). During his tenure on coun¬ 
cil, Schwan has been a member of 
the Land Use Policy Committee, 
Metropolitan Washington Council 
of Governments. Since its incep¬ 
tion he has served as a member 
of the Greenbelt Bicentennial Com¬ 
mittee. 

A member of the Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc., Board of Directors 
from 1963 to 1971, Schwan served 
as president from 1964 to 1970. 
His other community activities 
have included his being a member 
of the Steering Committee, Citi¬ 
zens for a planned Greenbelt; co- 
chairman, Greenbelt Freedom of the 
Press Committee; and chairman. 
GHI Advisory Committee on Hous¬ 
ing for the Elderly. 

Schwan received an A.B. degree 
from Hiram College, and did grad¬ 
uate work in political science at 
Syracuse University. There he was 
variously a Graduate Teaching As¬ 
sistant , Fellow, and Instructor in 
the Maxwell School. He served in 
World War II until discharged a 
captain in 1945. He was Washing¬ 
ton Representative of the Council 
of State Governments from 1952 
to 1962, when he became Director 
of the Council’s Washington office. 

At various times during these 
years he served as principal staff 
aide to the National Governors’ 
Conference on intergovernmental 
aspects of roads and highway safe¬ 
ty, corporation taxation, natural 
resources and environmental health. 
In 1968, he became a partner in 
Wendell and Schwan, Consultants 
on Governmental Affairs. The fol¬ 
lowing year he joined with others 
to form Environments for Tomor¬ 
row. Inc., a consulting firm or¬ 
ganized to assist public and pri¬ 
vate entities in meeting environ¬ 
mental requrements. In February 
1973 Schwan retired from both of 
the firms. 

Schwan is a member of the Na¬ 
tional Committee on Uniform Traf¬ 
fic Laws and Ordinances; former 
member of the Advisory Council 
on Police Training, International 
Association of Chiefs of Police;
